Almost 400,000 people were displaced, 
he added. In Damascus official sources said that Syria 
today re-affirmed its support for guerrillas fighting for 
the Independence of Eritrea.

WASHINGTON, May 27 (R). 

— The United States and Fr- 
ance have agreed to coopera- 
te to helping friendly African 
governments in the dual task 
of promoting security and de- 
velopment to foe troubled co- 
ntinent- 

This agreement in principle 

- - its application remains to 
be worked out - - was reach- 
ed by President Carter and 
President Valery Giscard d*E- 
staing at the White House la- 
st night. 

U.S. Secretary of State Cy- 
rus Vance and his French col- 
league, Louis de Gulringaud, 
will meet here on Monday to 
make a more detailed examin- 
ation of the scope for concer- 
ted action in Africa by the two 
governments. 

French presidential spokes- 
man Pierre Hunt told corres- 
pondents after the two leaders 
met: "The principle has been 
established that a concerted 
effort must be made. This is 
an important new element to 
our appreciation of foe situa- 
tion to Africa.” 

The two governments are 
deeply concerned about the cu- 
rrent African tunnofi. where 
several countries are under 
threat by rebel movements ar- 
med and supplied by commun- 
ist countries or hostile nei- 
ghbours. 

The French army and air- 
force has intervened to help 
both Mauritania Chad to 
resist guerrilla movements op- 
erating with outside support. 

Last week, French Foreign 
Legion paratroops mounted a 
rescue operation for Europea- 
ns trapped by rebels in the 


copper mining town of Kolwe- 
zi in the Shaba province of so- 
uthern Zaire. 

At his Qiicago news confe- 
rence on Thursday, President 
Carter accused Cuba of train- 
ing and equipping foe Katang- 
an rebels who invaded Zaire 
--an assertion that has been 
denied by foe Cuban governm- 
ent- 

A joint statement issued by 
the White House last night be- 
fore President Giscard d’Esta- 
ing flew back to Paris said he 
and Mr. Carter "expressed 
their common concern about 
recent developments to Africa, 
and agreed foat concerted ac- 
tion with the African countr- 
ies is necessary t° promote se- 
curity and development in that 
continent.” 

French sources said the U.S. 
and France had agreed that 
security to Africa should abo- 
ve all be assured by African 
governments themselves - - in 
other words, Western troops 
should not be Involved m co- 
mbat except to a direct emer- 
gency such as the Kolwezi 
massacre. This would not exc- 
lude logistic support and tra- 
ining. 

Officials side-stepped ques- 
tions about plans for a pan- 
African peace force raised to 
Paris .this week and how Fran- 
ce and foe United States could 
help in its creation. 

Although the crisis in Afri- 
ca dominated foe three-hour 
meeting. President Carter also 
asked Mr. Giscard d’Estaing 
about foe far-reaching disar- 
mament proposals now before 
the United Nations General 
Assembly. 


They said the chairman of 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation, honouring a commit- 
ment to the Lebanese govern- 
ment, has particularly warned 
against infiltration attempts ac- 
ross U.N. lines into Israeli-in- 
vaded areas. 

The orders went out after 
two meeting were held yester- 
a three-man militar y 
tee set up to supervise 
a five-point agreement Mr. Ara- 
fat concluded with Lebanese 
Premier Salim A1 Hoss Wednes- 
day, the sources said. 

Both sessions were held in 
Sid on, provincial capital of the 
south. The committee was ma- 
de up of officers from the PLO, 
Lebanese security forces and a 
Syrian from the Arab League 
army that polices Lebanon's 18- 
montfa-old civil armistice. 

The committee told reporters 
afterward foat tentative agree- 
ment has been readied on how 
to complement the Arafat-Al 
Hoss accord. 

The agreement win be finali- 
sed and a timetable drawn up 
after each member gets appro- 
val right from his highest au- 
thority Monday, committee 
members said. 

A committee spokesman said 
a major point of discussion was 
to reach a joint interpretation 
of Mr. Arafat’s commitment to 
“remove all armed manifesta- 
tions” in south Lebanon. 

The committee agreed that 
under this commitment, guer- 


rilla offices, arms depots and 
military vehicles should not 
appear in residential areas in 
south Lebanon from the Lltani 
to foe 7 - a>,rnrii rivers. 

The Litani forms the app- 
roximate border of foe areas 
held by the U.N. Interim For- 
ce in Lebanon (UNEFTL) after 
Israel’s March 15 invasion. 

The Zahrani, which zig rags 
almost 28 kms. north of the 
Litani, forms foe southernmo- 
st line of the Syrian forces 
that serve as foe striking fist 
of the 30, 000 -man Arab Lea- 
gue peace-keeping force. 

The area between foe two 
rivers has long been control- 
ed by guerrillas. The commit- 
tee agreed foat guerrillas will 
no longer appear armed in pu- 
blic or shoot during funerals, 
mass rallies or demonstratio- 
ns, especially in the main 
towns of Sidon, Zahrani and 
Nabatiah, the spokesman said. 

These are the towns almost 
totally controlled by Mr. Ara- 
fat’s mainstream guerrillas. 
There was no mention of the 
port city of Tyre, the only en- 
clave south of litani left with 
guerrilla positions after the 
invasion. 

Radicals of Dr. George Ha- 
bash’s Popular Front for the 
Iteration of Palestine (PFLP) 
and their extremis^' Lebanese 
allies make up the rnf, to gue- 
rrilla strength there. 

They have publicly vowed 
to defy Arafat's military mor- 
atorium order, although they 


are outnumbered about 11 to 
two by Arafat’s battlefield gu- 
errillas. 

Observers believe Mr. Araf- 
at was quietly negotiating wi- 
th radicals to soften their st- 
and and spare him the need 
for an armed crackdown. 

Zuheir Muhsen 
sets deadline 

In Kuwait, a pro-Syrian Pal- 
estinian leader warned today 
that Palestinian commandos 
might resume their attacks on 
Israeli soldiers occupying sou- 
th Lebanon if Israel did not 
withdraw from the area as pr- 
omised by June 13. 

Zuheir Muhsen, head of the 
PLO Military Department and 
leader of the Saiqa comman- 
do group, was speaking to rep- 
orters after a meeting in Ku- 
* wait today with Kuwait Fore- 
ign Minister Sheikh Sabah A1 
Ahmad A1 Sabah. 

He said if Israel felled to 
withdraw by June 13 "then we 
would feel that we have tire 
right to resume our armed 
action against the Zionist ene- 
my.” 

Mr. Muhsen added that the 
PLO" was resolved to help the 
Lebanese government settle 
foe country's internal proble- 
ms and end foe Israeli occupa- 
tion of south Lebanon. 

On his hour-long talks with 
Sheikh Sabah, Mr. Muhsen sa- 
id they had discussed the sit- 
uation to the region, "especia- 
lly In Egypt and Lebanon.” 


Carter, Gromyko score progress 
on nuclear disarmament, Africa 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (R). 
— President Carter and Sovi- 
et Foreign Minister Andrei Gr- 
omyko today made additional 
progress towards a new acc- 
ord to curb foe nuclear arms 
race and discussed their grow- 
ing differences over Soviet po- 
licy in Africa. 

"There has been some hea- 
dway to some parts of some 
of foe questions,” Mr. Gromy- 
ko told reporters after talks 
which lasted nearly four and 
one-half hours -- about twice 
ifoelr scheduled length. 

Pointing to a tree, Mr. Gr- 
omyko fold reporters on the 
White House south lawn : 
"The questions still remain- 
ing -- are, I guess, someth- 
ing like this tree -- they bra- 
nch out into s operate branch- 
es and questions and subques- 
tions. 


“And so there has been 
some headway on some parts 
of some of the questions ... 
it doesn’t mean we’ve reached 
agreement on the whole qu- 
estion.” 

Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance said Africa was discu- 
ssed at considerable length. 
Mr. Gromyko conceded that 
“We do have our differences” 
on Africa, but said be did not 
t h i nk the countries were co- 
mpletely at odds on the ques- 
tion. 

“I think that, notably, the 


information foe president has 
at his disposal is not true. 
That is our assessment” Mr. 
Gromyko said, 

"We have no intention of 
grabbing either foe whole of 
Africa or its parts. We don’t 
need it.” 

Mr. Gromyko said today the 
United States was not trying 
to link the dispute over Afri- 
ca with foe aims talks. 

“I think foe secretary of st- 
ate would agree that neither 
side is linking these two issu- 
es,” he said. 


Discovery of “Liberation Front 
of Egypt” poses new threat to 
relations between Cairo, 


CAIRO, May 27 (R). — A po- 
lice probe into an alleged Lib- 
yan-based plot to carry out 
assassinations and sabotage in 
Egypt could harm attempts at 
mediation between Cairo and 
its hardline Arab opponents, 
observers said today. 


Ethiopian trade union 
leaders “purged” 


NAIROBI, May 27 (R). — The 
leaders of Ethiopia’s trade 
union have been purged for 
"political sabotage", the En- 
glish-language government ne- 
wspaper, the Ethiopian Herald, 
reported in Addis Ababa today. 

The paper said the All -Ethio- 
pian Trade Union (AETU) Exe- 
cutive Committee had been co- 
mpletely replaced because it 
had allowed members of foe 
banned Meison political Party 
back Into its ranks, 

Meison, the all-Ethiopian so- 
cialist movement, formed befo- 


re the 1874 revolution, was at 
first accepted as foe ideological 
wing of the ruling military go- 
vernment. But it was purged 
last summer, with many of its 
leaders going underground or 
into exile. Today it was offi- 
cially denounced for having 
“betrayed foe revolution" 
Diplomats to Addis Ababa 
said today foe union purge had 
been expected with reports of 
a Soviet and Cuban inspired at- 
tempt to replace the Provisional 
Military Administrative Council 
or Dergue with a civilian regi- 
me. 


The weekly newspaper Ak- 
hbar A1 Yoxn said today a gro- 
up called the Liberation Front 
of Egypt had been financed by 
the Libyan Jamahiriyah and 
trained by Palestinian comm- 
ando groups in Tripoli. 

Security police sources said 
foe group included Egypt’s fi- 
rst woman minister, Hekmat 
Abu Zeid, who worked under 
foe late President Gamal Ab- 
dul Nasser. Dr. Abu Zeid is 
resident to Libya, 

Police sources confirmed to- 
day that he investigation Into 
foe group was continuing and 
said the plot was aimed at sp- 
reading rumours and confusi- 
on in Egypt.. 

Relations between Cairo 
and Tripoli were broken off 
last December following sha- 
rp Libyan criticism of Presid- 
ent Anwar Sadat’s peace init- 
iative with Israel. 

Observers believe foat al- 
legations of the new plot aga- 
inst Egypt will render more 
difficult the current efforts by 
Sudanese President Jaafar Nl- 
meiri who is mediating bet- 
ween Cabo and the Arab ha- 
rdline states.

report said the security police 
investigations into the alleged 
plot had been referred to Soci- 
alist Prosecutor Anwar Habib, 
who had decided to conduct 
bis own probe. 

The post of Socialist Prose- 
cutor was established by Pre- 
sident Sadat in 1971 to deal 
mainly with political offences. 

The newspaper said an Egy- 
ptian arrested on arrival fr- 
om Tripoli recently had provi- 
ded Important information on 
foe Liberation Front of Egypt 
Including documents.

The Socialist Prosecutor 
has already summoned 35 jo- 
urnalists living abroad to ans- 
wer charges of engaging in an 
anti-Egyptian propaganda ca- 
mpaign. 


Belgian, French troops 
still active in Zaire 


KINSHASA, May 27 (Agencies). 
Three detachments of Belgian 
paratroops were today moving 
into mining to w n in Zaire’s no- 
rthern Shaba province to rea- 
ssure nervous whites still reel- 
ing from the rebel invasion of 
the province. 

A 700-man force based at 
Kamfna air base north of Kol- 
wezi, will be going to Kipushi, 
Likasi and Tjihurnhashl, the 
provincial capital formerly cal- 
led Elizabetbville. 

Likasi, with about 1,500 Eu- 
ropeans, is the nearest signifi- 
cant white community to Kol- 
wezi, the mining town in which 
hundreds of blades and whites 
were killed after rebels occupi- 
ed it two weeks ago. 

The Belgian paratroops were 
among foe 2,700 men who flew 
into Kolwezi last week to help 
rescue whites and secure con- 
trol of the town. 

Meanwhile French Foreign 
Legion paratroops who were 
also dropped into Kolwezi we- 
re today reported to be digging 
In there. 

Red Cross officials said yes- 
terday that military and civi- 
lian search teams have recove- 
red the bodies of 262 persons 
kffled in the fighting for Kol- 
wezi, 

Tkey listed the victims as 95 
wliites, 56 Zairean soldiers 
111 other blacks, including ci- 
vilians and rebels. 

French and Belgian paratroo- 


pers drove the rebels out over 
the weekend and French offi- 
cials then estimated at least 200 
foreign residents had been kil- 
led. Officials In Paris said yes- 
1 terday the French troops were 
pulling out, but little evidence 
of a withdrawal could be seen 
hem 

Although foe Red Cross dea- 
th count is substantially lower, 
officials said more bodies may 
be found as searchers go far- 
ther into the outlying hnnfi co- 
untry. 

Belgian authorities In Bnis-* 
sels, who earlier announced the 
bodies of 73 whites had been 
found, said 289 foreigners were 
still not accounted for. They 
said some of those reported 
missing might have left the 
area before the invasion, how- 
ever. 

There were conflicting repo- 
rts about the rebels taking whi- 
te hostages with them as they 
pulled back toward Angola. A 
spokesman In Brussels for the 
rebels said they had taken se- 
ven French military men as 
stages but no white civilians.

It is now exactly six months since President 
1 Sadat made bin famous trip to Israel in an effort to 
get to the heart of the Middle East dilemma. Six 
months later, we have a very popular situation on 
the ground, and it is worth taking stock of where 
we are and where we are not. 

We are not very much closer to peace than we 
were six months ago, which is good news for any 
peace-maker who aspires to become this year's Time 
Magazine Man of the Year, but not very good news 
for anyone else. We have apparently abandoned the 
attempt to come up with a declaration of principles, 
and anybody with half an ounce of intelligence 
should realise, if even in the privacy of their own 
libraries late at night, that an agreement on the 
principles of a full Israeli withdrawal and Palestinian ; 
national rights is out of the question in view of i 
the present Israeli government position. It is an act 
of mercy to have dropped the quest for a declaration 
of principles. 

We have also, apparently, shifted the focus of 
negotiations to the occupied West Bank, reversing 
the Kissingerian approach that wanted to keep the 
Palestinian question until last But we now find our- 
selves in the peculiar position of having two countries 
. . Egypt and Israel - - negotiating about the future 
of a territory and a people that they have no respon- 
sibility for or authority over,- using the mediation 
services of a third country -- the- United States: r> 
that still refuses to talk to either 1 the PLO-qr any 
other body or persons in a capacity of representing 
the Palestinian people. This is very peculiar, indeed, 
and not, one suggest, a textbook approach to peace- 
making. 

The President of the United States of America 
-- the always affable Mr. Carter -- has come up 
with a rather soft-spoken formula by which the 
Palestinian people will be allowed to “participate in 
the determination of their own future.” That’s not 
fighting language, in anybody’s dictionary, but it is 
still too strong for the Israelis. 

All in all, it has not been a very good six months.

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


In its editorial Saturday AL RAT notes with regret that in 
dealing with the Middle East crisis the United States only reco- 
gnises Egypt and Israel as if these were the only parties to the 
dispute. The newspaper adds that Washington has been ignoring 
the other parties for more than six months. Within this limited 
scope President Jimmy Carter sent a number of questions to Cairo 
and Tel Aviv about how Israel envisages the future of the West 
Bank and Gaza strip after the five years of self-government which 
Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin has proposed, and the 
extent to which President Anwar Sadat can contribute to solving 
the Palestinian problem. 

Al Ra’i goes on to say that officials in the Begin government 
recently Indicated that President Sadat’s reply to Mr. Begin’s 
proposal went to extremes and was unacceptable. And, despite 
the fact that Mr. Begin has set Sunday as the date for his cabinet 
to discuss an Israeli reply to the American questions, the Israeli 
government’s reaction to President Sadat’s reply reveals In ad- 
vance that Israel’s reply is not going to carry “the antidote for a 
solution.” 

Thus, the already blocked negotiations are bound once again 
to enter a vicious circle that makes any progress towards a solu- 
tion impossible. The reason is obvious and simple, the newspaper 
says. It is because of faulty Initial procedures- which did not take 
Into account the involvement of all parties concerned in finding 
a solution to file dispute.

In response to that, six 
immigrants from Caucasus, 
who lived in the Immigration 
Centre, went to the police sta- 
tion and started shouting. The 
policemen used tear gas aga- 
inst them and beat them up

All were wounded and some 
of them lost consciousness for 
some time. Among them was 
also Avraham Avramov, aged 
67, who was wounded in his 
head and his leg. 

The case became more se- 
vere when foe detainees’ re- 
latives, including women and 
children, arrived in the police 
station. While disposing the 
demonstrators, a 17 year old 
youth Ya’akov Davilov was be- 
aten, and lost consciousness. 

Mr. Zeharia Yadayev, aged 
45, who was among the de- 
tainees said at the press con- 
ference that the immigrants 
from Caucasus in Dimona de- 
cided two days ago to send a 
delegation to the conference in 
order to protest against beat- 
ing up the detainees at the 
police station. 

Six against one 

He said that six policemen 
threw him up, high in the air, 
tried to strangle him and 
then threw him on the floor 
and kicked him with their feet. 
He lost consciousness for some 
time, and when he opened his 
eyes he saw policemen beat- 
ing up two other detainees. 
Ilia Izgayev and Gavriel Yoh- 
ananov. 

Later, the youth Danilov 
and bis father were brought in 
and they, too, were beaten up 
by the policemen. At the same 
time, old Avramov was wo- 
unded; he was bleeding and his 
leg was broken.

WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP) — U.S. Energy Secretary James R. Sch- 
lesinger announced yesterday that the United States, after a four-year 
moratorium, will resume taking orders for the enrichment of uranium for 
use in nuclear power plants. The concentration of uranium-235, a relatively 
rare element, must be increased by a difficult “enrichment* process before 

uranium can be used to fuel nuclear power plants.

More than one year after 
Carter submitted his energy 
bill, a House of representa- 
tives-Senate Conference Com- 
mittee devised a plan this

Mr. Carter bad wanted to 


continue regulation of natural 
gas prices although at a hi- 
gher level. 

The president has also pro- 
posed a controversial tax on 
United States crude oil pro- 
duction, a measure designed 
to raise domestic oil prices to 
world levels and thus encour- 
age conservation. 

House Speaker Thomas 
O’Neill has suggested remov- 
ing that aspect of the energy 
package to permit final appro- 
val of an energy bill. Mr. 
O’Neill says the crude oil tax 
could be considered later. 

Although some observers 
have questioned the possibili- 
ty of passing the tax separat- 
ely in an election year, Mr. 
Schlesinger said the adminis- 
tration expects the levy to be 
approved this year.

Dow Jones average falls back 
for worst showing in 3 months

NEW YORK. May 27 (AP). 
— After soaring for most of 
the spring, the stock market 
was grounded this past week 
by a combination of inflation 
worries and concern over the 
steady rise of interest rates. 

The Dow Jones average of 
30 industrials, which had cli- 
mbed 90 points in the previ- 
ous eight weeks, fell back 
15.16 to 831.69 for its worst 
weekly showing in more than 
three months. 

The New York Stock Ex- 
change composite index drop- 
ped .81 to 54.14, and the Am- 
erican Stock Exchange market 
value index was down .36 at 
144.30. 

Trading slowed after sett- 
ing an unprecedented pace si- 
nce mid-April. Big board volu- 
mis aVeraged *28.64 million' sh- ' 
ares a day, -compared with a 
daily average of just under 40 
million over the five preced- 
ing weeks. 

Wall Street’s optimists we- 
re quick to point out that a 
“correction”, or period of re- 
trenchment, is normal after a 
sharp advance. 

But some more skeptical 
observers suggested that the 
market, after shrugging off 


bad news for some time, was 
finally coming to terms with 
reality. 

When several U.S. govern- 
ment officials warned that ne- 
xt Wednesday's monthly rep- 
ort on the consumer price in- 
dex would bring more bad in- 
flation news, stock prices de- 
clined. 

And when many of the Un- 
ited States’ leading banks ra- 
ised their prime Ending rat- 
es - - the basic charge on lo- 
ans to blue-chip customers 
-- from 8 1/4 to S 1/2 per 
cent, the market continued to 
sump. 

Bullish streak 

“Most common stock inves- 
tors have a bullish streak in 
their temperament,” observed 
■Heinz H.- Biel of Jamtey Mon- 
tgomery Scott Inc. in a com- 
mentary written shortly after 
the Dow Jones industrial ave- 
rage reached an eight-month 
high at mid-May. 

‘It is natural that a lot of 
wishful thinking goes into the 
process o« judging the stock 
market’s future direction. Less 
biased obserbers find it diffl- 
cut to reconcile the growing 
euphoria with existing facts." 

For one thing, Biel noted. 


the rally in stock prices has 
lowered the dividend yields 
they offer, while rising inte- 
rest rates have pushed yields 
on bonds higher. This widens 
the so-called “yield gap,” the 
edge bonds enjoy over stocks 
in the competition for the fa- 
vour of Income-conscious in- 
vestors. 

“The yield gap has once ag- 
ain become so wide that the 
temptation for the institution- 
al investor to play it safe 
with nine per cent bonds in- 
stead of taking his chances 
with stocks will be difficult to 
resist”, Biel argued. 

The market’s decline put 
the Dow Jones industrial ave- 
rage on the minus side for 
May with two sessions to g° 
in the month. That comes as 
no surprise to investors who 
are • aware of te • phenomenon 
that Yale Hiisch of Old Tap- 
pan, New Jersey, publisher of 
The Stack Trader’s Almanc, 
calls “the May-June disaster 
area.” 

Hirsch noted that the Dow 
has averaged a loss of 2.4 
per cent over May and June 
registering an average dec- 
line of 0.9 per cent 

“In most years”, he added, 
“if one month didn’t get you 
the other did.”

Milt Wilcox, 3-2, was the los- 
er.

John 
Mayberry homered twice for 
Toronto but Sparky Lyle, 3-1, 
hung on in relief for the Yan- 
ks’ fifth victory in a row and 
20th in their past 26 games. 

Alan Wirth, 2-3, allowed 
five hits before leaving In the 
seventh and Bob Lacey mop- 
ped up as Oakland recorded 
its first victory in three gam, 
es under manager Jack McKe- 
on, a 3-1 decision over the 
Chicago White Sox. The A’s 
scored twice in the fourth on 
Mario Guerrero's RBI ground- 
er and Dave Revermg’s run- 
scoring single.

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Canadian air force

UNITED NATIONS, May 27 (R). — Canada is scrapping the nuclear 
weaponry of its air force, Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau told the U.N. spe- 
cial disarmament conference yesterday. He said nuclear weapons had already 

been withdrawn from Canadian warplanes based in Europe and were being 
replaced in North America with conventional arms. 


Mr. Trudeau told the con- 
ference “We are the first nuc- 
lear armed country to have 
chosen to divest itself of 
nuclear weapons.”

— An armed gang today freed 
from jail one of the leftists on trial for the kidnapping of West 
Berlin conservative leader Peter Lorenz and wounded a prison 
guard in the attack. 

The freed man was Till Meyer, 34, who had been held in a 
special security section of Moabit prison in the city centre. 

He and the gang made off in a Volkswagen truck and police 
launched a city-wide search. 

The wounded prison guard was shot in the leg. 

Authorities found the escape vehicle after it was abandoned 
by the gang. 

Meyer was one of six defendants on trial for the 1975 ab- 
duction of Mr. Lorenz and for the shooting in November, 1974.

Oman established relations with China to 
counter Soviet imperialism, says paper 


MUSCAT. May 27 (R). — An 
Omani government newspaper 
said today yesterday's agree- 
ment to establish diplomatic 
relations with China was aim- 
ed against Soviet attempts to 
create a world empire. 

The English-language biwe- 
ekly newspaper Oman said: 
"Thera is no doubt that the 


news will not be welcome in 
Moscow, where it will be seen 
as a further move in the dra- 
wing together of the rest of 
the world against the threat 
of Soviet imperialism," the 
paper said. 

"But if the Russians choose 
to interpret the move in the 
narrow sense, they had only 


themselves to blame,” it said. 

"Their takeover of South 
Yemen, their brutal interven- 
tion in the Horn of Africa, 
their obvious hand in the re- 
cent coup in Afghanistan, and' 
their unceasing attempts to 
extend their hegemony in the 
Indian Ocean area -- all car-

most powerful motivation for 
states who are still free of 
their domination to seek to 
develop relations with each 
other in a mutual determinat- 
ion to resist what is nothing 
less than an attempt to create 
a Russian world empire, Oman 
said.

CIA memo contradicts i

WASHINGTON, May 27 
(AP). — The U.S. Justice De- 
partment and the Central Inte- 
lligence Agency refused to co- 
mment yesterday on a report 
that a government lawyer dis- 
closed, evidently by accident, 
a CIA memo that appears to 
contradict the agency’s own 
denials that money was once 
offered to a politician to re- 
main in a South Vietnamese 
presidential race. 

The St- Louis Post-Dispatch 
said in a copyrighted story 
that the memo apparently was 
read inadvertently into a he- 
aring record in the govern- 
ment’s civil suit against Fra- 
nk Snepp. 

Mr. Snepp is a former CIA 
agent whose controversial bo- 
ok Decent Interval, detailing 
the fall of Saigon to the co- 
mmunists in 1975, was pub- 
lished last year against the 
intelligence agency’s wishes. 

The CIA contends that 
Snepp violated his sworn se- 
crecy oath by publishing the 
book and the agency is seek- 
ing a court ruling that might 
discourage similar actions by 
other former employees. 

Allegation 

Mr. Snepp, who had been 
a CIA analyst in Vietnam, sa- 
id in the book that in 1971, 
then-U.S. Ambassador Ells- 
worth Bunker offered $3 mil- 
lion to retired Gen. Duong 
Van "Big" Minh to run for 
election so war critics could 
not claim President Nguyen 
Van Thieu had won re-elect- 
tion without a fight. 

The allegation has been 
denied by the CIA and by Bu- 
nker, now an ambassador at 
large in Washington. An aide 
to Bunker said he would have 
no comment on the news st- 
ory because it concerns a le- 
gal case, the newspaper said. 

Spokesmen for both the 


CIA and the Justice Depart- 
ment each said their agencies 
would not comment on the 
story. 

According to the Post-Dis- 
patch, the memo whose par- 
tial contents were revealed 
by accident was dated last 
Nov. 21, the weekend that 
Snepp's book was published 
and he appeared on the tele- 
vision programme 60 Minut- 
es. In his appearance, Mr. Sn- 
epp repeated the allegation 
concerning the offer to Minh. 

The excerpt, the newspaper 
said, appeared in a transcript 
filed in the lawsuit which is 
being heard in the U.S. dis- 
trict court in nearby Alexand- 
ria, Virginia, 

The story said government 
Attorney Elizabeth Whitaker, 
seeking to block efforts by 
Snepp's attorney's to obtain 
contents of the memo, argued 
that most of it was irrelevant 
to the lawsuit and offered to 
read a sentence to back up 
her daim. 

Memo 

She then read the following 
passage with some words, in- 
cluding Minh’s name, blacked 
out: 

‘Tor instance listened to 
the tapes (deleted) in which 
Ambassador Bunker offered to 
finance (deleted) race for the 
presidency. (Deleted) noted 
that the amount of $3 million 
was not mentioned in that 
conversation, although the ba- 
sic report by Snepp is true." 

Minh, who was a critic of 
the U.S.-backed Thieu regime 
and was regarded widely as a 
leader of political opposition, 
challenged Thieu in the 1971 
elections but later withdrew 
from the race, calling it “a 
dirty farce which would only 
make the people more despe- 
rate and disillusioned with the 
democratic system."
